Although property 
assessments in Granite City 
Township declined $1,383,757 
below those of a year ago, 
taxpayers will be charged this 
summer with payment of 
$728,307 more in taxes than they 
were a year ago.

“Tam enclosing a short report 
to indicate the technical 
problems which are evident and 
need to be addressed to resolve 
the problem. I am enclosing 
copies of correspondence which 
have ben generated over the 
past two years to verify that the 
City has taken reasonable steps 
in the past to resolve this 
problem and that the action that 
Iam about to request is neither 
unduly harsh nor unexpected. 

“The ADM problem seems to 
increase in magnitude during 
the years as ADM only verbally 
assures us that they are at- 
tempting resolution. —_I, 
therefore, request that in ac- 
cordance with Ordinance No. 
3286 of the city of Granite City, 
which governs sewage 
discharge, that the mayor, with 
proper advice from the city 
attorney, be authorized by 
council order to notify the 
Archer Daniel Midland Cor- 
poration, that if the technical 
problems listed in the attached 
report are not resolved within 30 
days, the sewer service of the 
Archer Daniel Midland Cor- 
poration will be terminated by 
the city of Granite City.” 

In his report of operations of 
the ADM sewer line and lift 
station, Brewer said in part: 

“The problems caused by the 
installation in 1974 of a sewer 
line to serve the Archer Daniels 
- Midland Corporation at the 
Granite City Plant have 
plagued the operation of the city 
sewer system in the Nameoki 
area from the time of in 
stallation, 

“Prior complaints from the 
city have led to the replacement 
of one lift station and 3,000 feet 
of faulty force main at ADM’s 
expense. 

“In spite of continuous 
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monitoring and verbal and 
written complaints, _ the 
following problems still remain 
and must be corrected: 

“1. Flows from the plant into 
the city’s sewer system con- 
linually are in excess of the 
average flow of 100 gallons per 
minute allowed by their EPA 
permit. These excessive 
average flows cause the main 
line that services the plant and 
many residents to become 
continually overloaded. 

“2. Excessive maximum 
flows are known to occur from 
time to time. This is caused 
during periods when both 
sewage pumps at the plant are 
operated. Each of these pumps 
have a capacity of 350 gpm 
which means that any time the 
two pumps are operated a flow 
of 700 gpm could occur which is 
well in excess of the 200 gpm 
maximum flow allowed by their 
EPA permit. Only one pump 
should operate at any time. 

“3. Charts made of flow in the 
main line to ADM and ob- 
servations of the operation of 
the lift station at the Steelecrest 
Subdivision indicate that many 
times when the excessive 
maximum flows occur it is 
during a period of rain. This 
would cause suspicion that 
ADM has some storm water 
cross connected into the city 
system. The answer to this 
question has never been 
satisfactorily refuted by ADM. 

“4. Since the opening of this 
plant, excessive grease and ail 
in the effluent have plagued 
operation of the city system. 

“5, Since the plant has been in 
operation, the lift station and 
manholes in Steelecrest Sub- 
division emits odors that are 
probably caused by com- 
bination of the high oil con- 
centration and high tem 
perature of the effluent. The 
city has received numerous 
complaints from residents 
regarding these odors. 

“6. There is no device at the 
plant to indicate when the lift 
station at Mockingbird Lane in 
the Steelecrest Subidvision is 
not functioning and by the time 
the repair crew reaches the 
scene after the alarm sounds, 
the sewage level in the lift 
station is at a level which 
causes it to flood basements.

If the salesperson comes to 
your home without your asking 
him to, and sells you something 
that costs more than $25, he 
must also tell you about your 
right under state law. This law 
says that under these cir- 
cumstances, you have three 
business days to cancel the 
agreement. 

Q. What should I do if I 
suspect a salesperson is 
fraudulent? 


A. If the person uses high-_ 


pressure tactics, you don’t want 
to deal with him. Tell him you 
would like to think about. his 
offer, and ask him to come back 
the next day. 

If he refuses to come back for 
a sale, you know he will never 
come back if you have problems 
with your product. You could 
also ask the person to show you 
his driver's license. Again, if he 
refuses, you do not want to deal 
with him. 

In either case,’ call the police 
immediately, and contact the 
attorney general’s office. Your 
prompt action could save other 
people from being gypped

A statewide survey to 
determine whether the gypsy 
moth has spread. to Illinois will 
be conducted by the United 
States Department of 
Agriculture (USDA) and the 
Illinois Department — of 
Agriculture from this week 
through Aug. 15. 

Landowners throughout 
Illinois will be contacted by 
survey workers to gain per- 
mission to place the traps on 
their property, according to 
Richard Lovejoy of USDA's 
Animal and Plant Health 
Inspection Service (APHIS) 
office in Princeton. 

The gypsy moth is a 
European’ insect accidentally 
released in the United States 
from the laboratory of a

Massachusetts naturalist in 
1869. 

Although harmless as a moth, 
the caterpillar stage feeds on 
the leaves of shrubs and trees, 
often defoliating entire forests 

Lovejoy said over 9,000 gypsy 
moth traps will be placed 
throughout Iinois during the 
survey period by the USDA, 
state agriculture workers, state 
foresters and conservation 
groups. 

The triangular traps are 7% 
inches long and either brown or 
orange colored. 

A non-toxic sex attractant 
that draws male gypsy moths is 
placed in the traps. Once inside, 
the moth is held by a glue-like 
substance spread on the trap 
walls.

Lovejoy said there is a strong 
possibility of a gypsy moth 
infestation in the River Forest 
area. Surveys in 1976 and 1977 
turned up evidence of a gypsy 
moth presence. 

Because of the suspected 
infestation, over 500 traps will 
be placed in the River Forest 
area. If the infestation is con- 
firmed, treatment could begin 
as early as the spring of 1979 

“Early detection and 
treatment of ths pest is 
critical,”” Lovejoy said. “A 
small infestation in Palos Park 
was treated successfully in 1975 
and subsequent surveys of the 
area have shown no further sign 
of the moth.”

Hospitals throughout the 
country accepted the challenge 
and created a program called 
the “voluntary effort’? to ac- 
complish the rate reduction, 
O'Leary said. 

In Illinois, a special voluntary 
effort task force of hospital 
executives has been meeting 
regularly to establish 
procedures and methods to 
achieve its objectives. 

Illinois Hospital Association 
leader O'Leary said, ‘“Accor- 
ding to Consumer Price Index 
(CPI) figures published by the 
U.S. Department of Labor for 
the end of March, we have 
reason for optimism. 

“The CPI. indicates that 
health care costs are increasing 
at a slower rate thar! many of 
the other components it uses to 
track the cost of living In 
Chicago, health care costs are 
increasing at only half the 
national rate."” 

The government data for the 
end of March indicates that the 
national CPI increased 6.5 
percentage points over last 
year. In Chicago, the figure was 
8.1 

‘This means the price that 
consumers paid for: goods and 
services in the Chicago area 
was 1,6 percentage points more 
than the price paid on the 
national average. 

But the national medical care 
component, which indicates the 
price consumers pay for 
medical care, was reported al 
8.6, while the Chicago figure 
was 7.5; this indicates that 
Chicagoans paid 1.1 percentage 
points less for their health care 
than the rest of the nation. 

O'Leary said that although 
representatives of the 
Administration have expressed 
doubts about the success of a 
voluntary hospital cost con- 
tainment program, the 
government's own CPI 
statistics, which he said many 
in the hospital field believe are 
biased against the industry, 
indicate that ‘‘hospitals in 
Illinois are sincere in their 
efforts and are beginning to 
make good progress. 

“We are convinced that these 
statistics are a good indication 
of the success of the voluntary 
effort, Although the available 
data is for the Chicago area, we 
are certain it is an accurate 
reflection of what hospitals are 
doing throughout the state."

The rabies control committee 
had been requested to study 
whether the township should 
improve its facilities for holding 
dogs and cats so they can be 
held longer, or whether the 
practice of taking them daily to 
the county rabies control pens 
should be coritinued 

A 1972 ordinance was cited in 
which the township is to im- 
pound them when caught, but to 
turn them over to the county 
within 24 hours 

The committee recommends 
that the stray animals claimed 
before they are taken to 
Edwardsville be released to 
their owners for a $5 fine and 
proof the animal has had rabies 
shots, but only the first time an 
animal is caught 


Subsequent offenses of 
animals violating the leash law 
should result in the animal 
being sent to Edwardsville and 
the owner paying the fine there 
to claim the animal, Adams 
said. He noted county fines 
range from $5 to $50. 

He said the committee does 
not feel an animal caught in 
violation of the leash law more 
than once should be released to 
the owner after the first time, 
even if the owner attempts to 
claim the animal before it is 
taken to Edwardsville.

State health budget proposal 
ignores downstate—McPike 


State Rep. Jim McPike on 
Tuesday said it was a necessity 
to place the Department of 
Public Health appropriation for 
the 1978-79 fiscal year into 
subcommittees of 
Appropriations Committee I in 
the Illinois House 

“In many cases, men and 
women from the minority party 
will blast the Democrats 
because they have placed_next 
year’s fiscal appropriation into 
subcommittees. I would like to 
explain why this bill needs to be 
placed in subcommittees 

“1. The department con- 
tinually made tremendously 
poor people decisions 

“2. The department's ap- 
propriation failed to provide 
enough money to take care of 
next year's estimated ex 
penditures for those people on 
the kidney dialysis machine 

“That would mean 450 people 
would either have to go on 
public aid or die. This is critical 
for those 450 and is important 
for the leigslature to address 
conscientiously. 

Local health departments 
have not had an increase in 
their grants from the state since 
1975, 

“We believe local health 
departments ought to receive 
an increase, It is intended to 
amend the appropriation and 


give them a five percent grant 
increase. 

“4. The Department of Public 
Health under Governor James 
Thompson's 
failed to spend $3.5 million in 
federal monies for child and 
maternal health programs. 

“Because the state failed to 
issue those grants to the local 
governments, they lapsed. The 
state of Hlinois cannot have that 
money to spend this year 

5. The Department of Public 
Health applied dnder Title XX 
for monies. It will receive $5 
million in family planning 

“That means that all local 
health departments can only 
use those monies that they 
receive from the state to ex- 
plain to people family planning 
goals. 

“Even if every local health 
department dreamed for the 
whole next year, there is no way 
that they could spend the $5 
million. 

“Local health departments 
need the money for pre-natal 
services, and maternal and 
child health service — not only 
for family planning programs. 

“6. The Department of Public 
Health initally had a cloud on 
the program of emergency 
medical services. That would 
have been a catastrophe for 
downstate counties

HOLLYWOOD — The once- 
mighty 22%inch bicep has 
diminished to a mere 20 
inches. The undulating 
landscape of flesh has shrunk 
by 20 pounds. And Arnold 
Schwarzenegger — that 
mammoth monument to 
muscle — no longer is 
gorging on five meals a day 
and flexing everything from 
his trapezius to his latissimus 
dorsi. 

Arnold, the Austrian Oak, 
is just like you and the. 
Almost. 

Th five-time Mr. Universe 
and six-time Mr. Olympia, 
the most honored male 
physical specimen in the 
world, works out these days 
only to stay in shape, 

Which, in his case, still is a 
considerable undertaking. 

Being the biggest bulge in 
the world no longer, at 30, 
motivates Schwarzenegger. 
His interests have broadened 
as his 6-2, 215-pound body has 
narrowed. 

“There is no reason to 
compete, to be the best body 
builder in the world,” he 
says, his Germanic accent 
lightly flavoring each word. 
“T got my point across. 

“I was the best in the world 
—and I have used that as a 
means to an end.” 

Schwarzenegger's most 
recent interest is his book, 
“Arnold: The Education of a 
Body Builder.”’ A 
promotional tour is taking 
him to 30 cities. 

Everywhere he goes, in 
custom-made clothes that 
accommodate more than 
accentuate his Herculean 
physique, he is, well, noticed. 

And as a body builder 
turned actor, author and 
businessman, he expects and 
enjoys it. 

“What I do,” he says, “hits 
home. People want to be in 
shape, whether they admit it 
or not. They are very 
conscious of the body. People 
want to look good.” 

Schwarzenegger is an 
engaging, articulate 
spokesman for body building. 
This — with his book and 
another he intends to'write as 
an aide to women — 
consumes much of his 


But he seems as genuinely 
pleased about a Golden Globe 
award from foreign film 
critics for his acting debut in 
“Stay Hungry” as his 
physical exploits. 

“My next movie,” he says, 
“will be ‘Conan’ (a fictional 
character of great strength), 
a $15 million film."

Yet he’s not 
fooling himself that he is the 
superior actor. 

““Conan’ is a unique 
character, Having the accent 
is essential because he is a 
barbarian.

Don't get cold feet 


Q. Our house is built on a 
concrete slab and my wife's 
feet get cold. We can use new 
carpeting and I would like to 
know if it is feasible to lay the 
new carpet over the 10-year- 
old nylon carpet for the added 
thickness?

A. This would not be 
practical. I recommend 
removal of all carpeting and 
padding, then install a heavy 
grade rubber padding and a 
good grade carpeting.

Steele against off-track betting 


State Representative Everett 
G. Steele (56th District) 
yesterday announced his op- 
position to the legalization of 
off-track betting in Ilinois. 

The bill, one of the key issues 
of the current session of the 
General Assembly, provides for 
regional municipal — cor- 
porations to operate off-track 
betting parlors at which bets on 
horse races could be placed 

The state would be divided 
into eight regions, with the 
largest city in each region 
designated a “core” city and 
changed with administering the 
bill 


The “take” from the bets 
would be split between winners, 
the cities running the regional 
corporations, and the state. 

Rep. Steele said, “It is wrong 
to legalize another form of 
gambling and it is immoral to 
impose a tax on poor people to

UNITED AUTO WORKERS ON THE MOVE 


_How the UAW Stood By the 
Striking Coalminers 
And Repaid an Old Debt 


Of Solidarity

“Tt meant we could eat for a 
couple more days.” 

That, says Kathleen Kovack 
of Taylorville, II, is how UAW 
relief belped her family during 
the long, recently concluded 
coalminers’ strike 

Notable for its length 
militancy, and defiance of 
government attempts to break 
it, the 110-day strike was 
historic for its labor solidarity 
as well. From other workers 
across the country it drew a 
great surge of support. The first 
union to provide a major con- 
tribution to the embattled 
miners was the UAW, which 
announced a gift of $2 million as 
the federal government was 
urging a Taft-Hartley back-to- 
work injunction. Money, food, 
clothing, and political aid 
poured in from scores of other 
unions Small farmers, 
themselves embattled, sent in 
milk and meat. Students took up 
collections. 

Kathleen Kovack’s husband, 
Joe, is a 49-year-old roof-bolter 
at the Peabody No. 19 Mine near 
Pawnee, Ill. It is the largest 
slope-shaft soft coal mine in the 

! world. He has worked there 26 
years, and with Kathleen has 


raised a family of 11 children — 
five girls and six boys, the 
eldest now in college. It hasn't 
been a soft life. The strike made 
it even harder. 

“That UAW assistance came 
at the right time," say 
Kathleen. “‘The men had jus 
voted down the first contract. 
None of us knew when the strike 
would end. Feeding all those 
kids on food stamps — well, we 
just weren't making it. And then 
we got a UAW surprise package 
of potatoes, oranges, beans, 
flour, canned goods, and 
macaroni — they never looked 
better!" 

Neither Kathleen nor Joe 
Kovack can recall] a similar 
wave of support for a 
coalminers’ strike. It has left its 
mark on Taylorville. During 
Easter weekend, a severe ice 
storm hit the town, splintering 
its oaks and elms and knocking 
down power lines 

“Do you know what hap- 
pened?'" says Kathleen. 
“Everyone helped everyone 
else. People called the radio 
Station, found out whose elec- 
tricity had been cut, and either 
invited them to move in or took 
food out to them. That kind of 
cooperation is a rare thing 
around here. I'm sure it came 
from all the solidarity shown

during that strike.” 

The single most dramatic act 
of support for the embattled 
miners came on March 7, when 
the UAW's International 
Executive Board unanimously 
voted $2 million in hardship 
relief for the families of strikers 
and retirees. (Strikers drew no 
weekly benefits during their 
record 110-day walkout, and in 
some cases pensioners stopped 
receiving their retirement 
checks.) 

Announcing the donation, 
UAW President Douglas A 
Fraser stressed both the 
material and moral reasons for 
it 

“Thousands of people 
throughout the coalfields are 
enduring tremendous suffering 
as the coal strike goes into its 
fourth month,” he said. ‘The 
United Mine’ Workers union 
stood with the UAW during 


some of our most difficult 
struggles. The miners under 
John L. Lewis supplied money 
and organizing help that was 
crucial to the survival and 
growth of the UAW in the 1930s. 
We haven't forgotten that."" 
The $2 million gift was sent to 
the UMW’s relief fund in 
Washington, D.C. From there it 
fanned out to miners’ district 
offices across the country 


Before their sizeable donation, 


reached the UMW’s rank and 
file, however, similar con- 
tributions were pouring in from 
hundreds of UAW locals and 
other unions 

Typifying this worker 
solidarity was the two-mile-long 
car caravan that wound through 
Martinsburg, W. Va. on March 
12, ending in a mass rally at the 
Berkley Shopping Center. Over 
1,000 cases of food, many 
bundles of clothing, and at least

for schools and for our hard- 
pressed cities.” 

“However, I predict that we 
won't reach the winner's circle. 
We will find, just as with the 
lottery, that illegal ‘bookie 
joints” will flourish as always 
and our schools and cities won't 
get enough extra money to 
matter.” 

Steete said he is voicing his 
opposition to off-track betting at 
this time partly to help bring the 
matter to the public’s attention. 
He feels that the public needs to 
be warned that the bill will be 
voted on in the near future, in 


$1,000 in cash were turned over 
to UMW district leaders from 
Virginia, West Virginia, and 
Kentucky. A large share of the 
donation was collected by UAW 
Local 1590 in Martinsburg, but 
several AFL-CIO Labor 
Councils, 20 individual unions, 
over 35 community 
organizations, and many 
student groups joined in. The 
rally ended with a stirring mass 
rendition of ‘Solidarity 
Forever.” 

“Whatever happens to the 
miners happens to all of us,” 
Local 1590 President Jim Diehl 
told the caravaners, striking the 
clarion theme of the long strike 
“The miners need the help of all 
working people.” 

Three days later a similar 
caravan journeyed from 
Chicago, to Springfield, I. In

“We're only repaying our 
debt to the miners, who helped 
us in the 1930s with their 
leadership and economic 
sacrifices," said Region 4 
Director Bob Johnston. 
Johnston, whose father died 
of black lung disease, con- 
demned the Carter 
Administration's threat to cut 
off miners’ food stamps. ‘Any 
President who tries to starve 
out the miners doesn’t know 
American workers,"' he said.

Area track squads ready for state meet 


CHARLESTON — The fourth- 
ever two-class IHSA State 
Track Meet will get underway 
here Friday and Saturday on 
the campus of Eastern Illinois 
University, with several quad 
city thinclads hoping to take 
home a share of the glory. 

Powerful East St. Louis 
Senior will seek to become only 
the fourth school in the 64-meet 
history of state meet Series to 
win or share the team title four 
straight years this weekend 

The only other school ever to 
win or share the team title four 
straight years is Chicago Hts. 
(Bloom), which won in 1956-57- 
58-59. East St. Louis (Sr.), 
riding its three straight skein, is 
one of five schools to capture a 
trio in a row. Oak Park was the 
first in 1930-31-32. Next was 
LaGrange (Lyons) in 1952-53-54. 
Bloom then won its four straight 
and Evanston (Twp.) took the 
1970-71-72 titles. 

Preliminaries in the field and 
running events in both classes 
will get under way at 9 a.m. The 
finals are scheduled to start 
Saturday in the field events at 
10 a.m. and the first running 
event final will be at 12:15 p.m. 
Saturday. Tickets, priced at 
$2.00 each, will be on sale at the 
O'Brien Stadium ticket win- 
dows each day approximately 
one hour before the start of 
competition. 

A total of 842 athletes from 203 
Class AA schools will compete 
in the series for schools with 
enrollments of 751 or more. 
There will be a total of 605 
athletes from 198 schools vying 
for Class A honors for schools 
with enrollments of 750 or less. 

Granite City will send eight 
athletes to Charleston for the 
Class AA Meet, while Madison 
qualified three individuals and- 
one relay team.

Among the record holders at 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville is freshman Chris 
Bugnitz, a standout member of

says, is the mile. 

To build up endurance, 
Bugnitz runs a lot of quarter 
and half-miles and tries to set as 
fast & pace as she can during 
practice. At the beginning of the 
season with a time of 6:02, 
Bugnitz was far above her best 
time. ‘That really discouraged 
me, so I worked hard on speed 
during practice,” she said. 

Her fastest time this year in 
competition was 5:35 at the 


triangular meet at home April 
29, but Bugnitz has consistently 
been far ahead of everyone else 
on the track. ‘My goal is under 
5, but that is a little bold to set 
for myself," she admitted. 
This season, in five meets, 
Bugnitz captured three firsts in 
the mile run, two first in the 880- 
yard run, two seconds in the 
half-mile, a third in the mile, 
and first in the 1,500-meter run 
at the Northern Illinois

The United States has a 
critical need for leaders who 
will seek excellence while 
helping resolve the complex 
problems of this decade, ac- 
cording to Dr. Kenneth A. Shaw, 
president of Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville. 
Addressing the university’s 
annual Honors Day convocation 


Sunday afternoon, President 
Shaw said, “This society must 
have leaders — people who seek 
excellence — people from all 
walks of life who are willing to 
give extra effort toward making 
this world a better place.” 

Dr. Shaw said the nation faces 
a climate of doubt and in 
decision, and added that history 


has been marked by numerous 
mistakes, but said: 

“Despite our many failures, 
our values still stand as a 
beacon of hope to the world. 

“All of us here today can 
affirm our resolve to keep those 
values alive and bright by 
reasserting in our own personal 
terms that commitment to 


**"" Droblems can be solved by excellence, 


excellence which brings us 
together on this happy and 
auspicious occasion. 

“The honor students are the 
university's pioneers in ex- 
cellence. 

“The Presidential Scholars 
Program at SIUE will soon be 
recognizing the value of ex- 
cellence in a concrete way. 


honor group told 


“The first 16 recipients of 
four-year Presidential 
Scholarships, selected on the 
basis of distinguished academic 
achievement and potential, will 
be announced in the near future. 

“Leadership doesn’t always 
look as pleasant as it used to be. 

“The duties of leadership can 
generate real anxiety, 


especially among those who 
have real talents, honest 
motivation and high standards 
of performance.” 

Dr. Shaw admonished the 
students to remember that 
“leadership in a free society is 
given in trust, and maintaining 
public trust over an extended 
period is perhaps the greatest 
challenge our leaders of the 


present and future will have to 
face. 

“This, and the plain hard 
work leadership entails, may 
deter many of our most aware 
citizens from accepting the 
responsibilities of being a 
leader.”* 

Dr. Shaw cited the rise of 
Nazism in Germany before 
World War II as an example of 
what can happen to a nation 
when people vest all their in- 
terest and aspirations in “a 
great father figure.” 

“People who are willing to 
accept being told what to do and 
what to think — in return for an 
illusion of security — are selling 
their souls for something far 
worse than a mess of pottage. 

“Our generation is still at 
work cleaning up the mess 
made by Hitler and his ilk — the 
price has been high and still one 
wonders whether the lesson has 
been learned. 

“More directly, we currently 
are seeking history played out 
before our eyes in new stories of 
terrorism — in Italy and 
France.” 

Describing the charac- 
teristics of an effective leader, 
the president urged the students 
to develop courage to fail, 
commitment, ability to listen, 
and a continuing openness to 
further learning. 

“Failure is a vital part of 
success and only when we are 
pushed, tormented, and 
sometimes defeated, are we 
able to grow,. 

“We learn by our mistakes; 
too often, we are afraid to 
venture into the unknown 
for fear of failure. 

“Commitment means that 
you must be willing to do more 
than most, and stay longer at 
what you are doing. 

“If you are truly committed 
to leadership, you will listen to 
and learn from the example of 
other leaders. 

“Students who have displayed 
exemplary scholarship at the 
university have demonstrated a 
capacity to continue to learn. 

“You are being honored today 
not only for what you have done, 
but perhaps more important, 
what you can do in the way of 
good citizenship in the future,” 
he told the honored group. 

“Finally, let me note that 21! ~ 
your achievement, past and 
future, will go for naught unless 
it is grounded in moral con. 
viction.”” 

Urging the students to accept 
his challenge in the quest for 
excellence, the president said, 
“You can be leaders in the 
sense I've tried to describe, or 
you can bury your heads 
ostrich-like in the sand. 

“Remember the stakes, 
however. They are stated well 
in the words of Edmund Burke, 
who remarked in the 18th 
Century, ‘All that is necessary 
for the forces of evil to win in 
the world is for good men to do 
nothing." ""

Throughout the jurisdiction of 
the Steelworkers, few sectors 
remain that have not already 
felt the involvement of women, 
either as new hirees or in ap 
prenticeship programs. 

But, according to members 
of USWA Local 4804, they 
have the United States’ first 
woman roller on an aluminum 
mill in their midst.

Sheila runs No. 4 mill at 
Conalco with a  sureness 
required on a 66-inch cold rolled 
processing mill. 

She and her assistant roller, 
Danny Smith of Granite City, 
head the four-man crew and 
work all three shifts.

. Consolidated Aluminum, Sheila 
decided to bid for the top paying 
roller’s job about three months 
ago. 

She got it, despite having only 
one year’s seniority at the 
Madison plant, and stepped in 
as roller two weeks ago. 

“IT knew I could handle it, and 
no one with more seniority bid 
‘on the job,” she explains. 

She started out as a 
utilityman, sweeping floors and 
doing odd’ jobs in the casting 
department, became an 
assistant roller on No. 6 mill, 
which rolls 18-inch wide 
magnesium, then to No. 5, a 36- 
inch mill and ater to the 66-inch 
mill — No. 4 

The young woman, slightly 
built and only five feet, four 
inches tall, gets along with her 
co-workers and has not ex- 
perienced any negative at- 
titudes since becoming a roller. 

“The it treat me like one 
of the guys," she said. 

Sheila controls the surging 
strip of metal, traveling 2,000 
feet per minute, with a steady 
hand and cool head, until the 
11,000-pound gleaming coil 
rests on the conveyor line. 

No. 4 mill reduces the 

aluminum to gauges ranging 
from .250 to .017, the latter only 
slightly thicker than aluminum 
foil. 

Sometimes a No. 4 coil goes to 
annealing and then is returned 
to be even further reduced on 
the mill 

Her eyes must keep a careful 
watch on a large instrument 
panel, stacked with knobs, 
handles, dieals and buttons.

Her paternal grandfather, 
Thomas Buckingham, also 
deceased, was a millwright for 
32 years at Granite City Steel 

Sheila’s father, Rex 
Buckingham of Edwardsville, is 
a feeder in the hot roll finishing 
department at Granite City 
Steel, and an older brother, 
Rick, works with his dad as a 
stocker in hot roll finishing. 

Another older brother, Keith 
Buckingham, is a shipping clerk 
at Precoat Metals, a division of 
Chromalloy Corp., St. Louis 

The new roller’s stepfather, 
Lester “Smoky” Spray, 2335 
Lincoln Ave., is a coil finisher in 
the hot mill department at 
Consolidated Aluminum, and 
her stepbrother, Gary Spray, is 
an electrician at Granite City 
Steel.

Opposing court rulings 
on Finish Line Express 


Two “diametrically opposed” 
court decisions were issued 
within one hour yesterday by 
two associate judges in Madison 
County Circuit Court who are 
dealing with matters related to 
the operation of Finish Line 
Express horse race messenger 
service offices in Granite City 
and Venice 

Associate Judge Philip 
Rarick in Collinsville first 
issued a preliminary injunction, 
prohibiting police from en- 
forcing certain gambling 
statutes against Finish Line 
operations. 

Associate Judge George 
Moran Jr. then issued an 
opinion in Edwardsville stating, 
“Since the activities of Finish 
Line are clearly criminal, they 
may be prosecuted under all 
applicable provisions of the 
criminal code, including the 
provisions of the present case." 

He was dealing with a motion 
to dismiss state gambling 
charges against Queen Ester 
Dean of East St. Louis, a Finish 
Line erhployee who has been 
arrested ral times in the 
Granite City office of the 
messenger service. 

Judge Rarick told the Press- 

« Record this morning that his 

« opinion and that of Judge Moran 
are “diametrically opposed as 
to the affect of a ruling in the 
First Appellate Court in 
Chicago (which ruled that a 
state statute against horse race 

, Messenger services was un- 
constitutional). 

. judge Moran is of the opinion 
that the First District Appellate 
Court ruling is rot binding on 
this court. I think that the case 

* law is to the contrary. I believe 

“that any final opinion of an 
Appellate Court is binding on 
inferior courts throughout the 
state, unless the Appellate 
Court of that district coe Fifth 
Appellate District for this area) 
issues a contrary opinion. 


“I am convinced that is the 
law we are bound to follow. 
Judge Moran feels the con- 
verse,” Judge Rarick said. 

Judge Moran said he did not 
wish to comment in detail on the 
controversy, saying his opinion 
is clearly spelled out in his 
order yesterday, which 
dismissed a’ motion to drop 
gambling charges against 
Queen Ester Dean. 

Moran's opinion contends the 
Appellate Court ruling in 
Chicago went against the 
Supreme Court, which upheld 
the state’s pari-mutuel betting 
law, noting that the legislature 
has wide discretionary powers 
to limit, prohibit or regulate 
gambling activities. 

He said it is within the power 
of the legislature to determine 
whether horse race messenger 
services would have a positive 
or negative affect on gambling 
activity in the state and “the 
court has no power to interfere 
with an act of the legislature on 
this subject.” 

Granite City Chief of Police 
Ronald Veizer said Assistant 
City Attorney John Papa is 
studying the two opinions to 
determine what the city should 
do. 

Rarick noted that his 
preliminary injunction does not 
prohibit the city from using the 
state’s gambling ordinance 
(Chapter 38, Section 28) to close 
the Finish Line office here, 
“because the ‘attorneys for 
Finish Line did not ask that it be 
included in the preliminary 
injunction.” 

The injunction prohibiting 
Venice from ‘acting against 
Finish Line Express does 
prohibit enforcement of 
Chapter 38, as well as local 
gambling statutes. 

Both injunctions contain the 
clause that police may not in- 
terfere, ‘‘bdsed upon the mere 
conduct of Finish Line Express 


engaging in a race track 
messenger service.” 

Rarick says this does give the 
cities the authority to enforce 
the law if the offices conduct 
any other activities. 

He says his order also gives 
the cities the authorities to 
regulate the operation of the 
Finish Line Express offices 
with respect to “reasonable 
surveillance, age requirements, 
business licenses, hours and 
other city matters.” 

Since the two judges were 
ruling on different matters — 
Rarick ruling ‘on the 
preliminary injunction and 
Moran ruling on gambling 
charges against an employee — 
no action is required at this time 
to resolve the difference of 
opinion, Rarick said. 

He noted that at some time in 
the near future, it probably will 
be necessary to take the case to 
the Fifth Appellate Court in 
Mount Vernon for a ruling to 
resolve the difference. 

Meanwhile, both Finish Line 
Epress offices in this area were 
expected to continue operations 
while attorneys study the 
matter.

“Well, as i stood up I touched 
the burglar alarm and he then 
siad, ‘i told you not to touch 
anything,’ and shot me 

“I do want to thank everyone 
for being so nice, although I just 
can’t believe it really hap- 
pened,” Miss Nornberg com- 
mented.

Opening date June 10 
for Wilson Park pool 


Wilson Park pool is scheduled 
to open at 1 p.m. Saturday, June 
10, for the 38th season. 

A delay of one week from the 
previously announced opening 
date was reported this morning 
by Harold Brown, Granite City 
Park District superintendent. 

Excessive rain is preventing 
the bottom of the pool from 
drying out in order for caulking 
to begin, Brown said today. 

At least two days of totally 
dry weather‘is required before 
the caulking work can start, he 
explained. 

The sides of the pool still must 
be painted, but this project 
can’t be accomplished until the 
caulking is finished, Brown 
said. 

“We are doing everything we 
can do at the present time to be 
ready to open,” Brown stated. 

Already completed is pat- 
ching of holes and cracks in the 
pool, and work on outdoor 
lighting fixtures and the 
poolfiltering system is 
progressing satisfactorially 


Brown explained these 
repairs are necessary to 
prolong the life of the pool at 
least one more year, according 
to recommendations from the 
engineering firm of Willard 
Givens and Associates. 

Plans are underway for the 
construction of a new pool. 

“But, we want to give our 
people a place to swim this 
summer,” the park official 
said. 

Last season, excessive water 
leakage from the 275,000 gallon 
pool amounted to 12 to 18 inches 
each night, or about one-fourth 
of the pool’s total capacity. 

The constant loss‘ of water 
increased the park district's 
water bills to $5,753, a total of 
$5,330 in sewage treatment 
costs and $2,610 in chemicals. 

Results of test borings in the 
bottom of the pool by engineers 
showed it safe to use, but only 
with the recommended repairs. 

“We've got to shoot for the 
June 10 date and hope that we 
get some good dry weather,” 


Brown said. 

Members of the Granite City 
Board of Park Commissioners 
heard details of the pool work at 
their meeting last night. 

They also previewed several 
sketches and different designs 
for the proposed pool, displayed 
by Brice Hastings of the ar- 
chitectural firm of Hastings and 
Chivetta, St. Louis. 

The Hastings firm was hired 
by the board upon recom- 
mendation of the pool steering 
committee. 

Wavtek Co., a firm which 
manufactures a device for 
creating ocean wave conditions 
in pools, has offered to fly four 
board members in a company, 
plane to inspect pools in Ken- 
tucky where the wave-making 
operation is in use, it was 
reported at the meeting. 

Commissioners will meet 
twice each month through 
August, with the first of the 
semi-monthly sessions set for 7 
p.m, Wednesday, June 14. 


80 game machines seized

Pre-holiday picnic tips 
by Ill. health department 


By MARY RICHARDS 
Ilinois Department 
of Public Health 

Every year, when the 
weather gets warm, thousands 
of Mlinois families leave the 
clean, cool comfort of their 
homes and trek to the park or 
the woods to eat a meal in the 
dusty summer heat, and share 
their food with flies, ants and 
other outdoor creatures. This 
phenomenon is called “having a 
picnic." 

Seriously, we all enjoy a 
picnic. It’s a welcome change of 
pace and an opportunity to 
enjoy the outdoors. 

The Illinois Department of 
Public Health, however, 
reminds us that, when we 
picnic, we usually leave behind 
our modern forms of food 
protection, such as cooking and 
refrigeration, and enjoy our 
food under conditions which 
may lead to food poisoning, 

The state health department 
says the basic rule to avoid food

poisoning is, ‘keep hot foods hot 
and cold foods cold." 

“In other words, do not let 
potentially hazardous foods 
reach that intermediate tem- 
perature at which micro- 
organisms grow best — between 
45 and 140 degrees Farenheit. 

What are the potentially 
hazardous picnic foods? Some 
of the more common ones are 
potato salad, deviled eggs or 
egg salad, sandwich fillings, 
meat salad ‘or other foods 
prepared by hand. These foods 
should be cooled immediately 
after they are prepared, and 
should be kept cool until it's 
time to eat 

Hot, creamed or scalloped 
dishes — especially those made 
with milk, eggs, starch or flour 
— should be cooked just before 
picnic time and kept covered 
and piping hot until served 

Any meat, fish or poultry pre- 
cooked for salads or sandwich 
fillings or for eating cold (such 
as fried chicken) should be

cooled quickly after cooking, 
and kept cool until eaten 
Preparing or eating these foods 
while they are still warm, are 
practices which invite 
dangerous bacterial growth 

Any food which requires 
preparation with the hands is 
easily contaminated, par- 
ticularly if the person preparing 
the — food is spreading 
Staphylococcus organisms 
through cuts, sores or boils on 
the hands or arms, or is 
coughing or sneezing over 
the food. 

Such contamination cannot be 
seen, tasted or smelled; but, if 
the bacteria is on the food, it 
takes just three to five hours at 
room temperature (not that 
Jong in the hot sun) to fill the 
food with poisonous toxin. 

Persons who eat the food will 
feel the effects two to four hours 
later, when they experience the 
abrupt and often violent 
feelings of nausea, cramps, 
vomiting, diarrhea and 
prostration 

Lemonade and other acid 
drinks stored in improper 
containers are another hazard 
to picnickers. Containers made 
of antimony, zinc, cadmium or 
lead may sources of food- 
borne illness if the acid in the 
drink erodes the container so 
that the poisonous metals are 
dissolved. 

One other point to remember 
when picnicking is that the 
possibility of being bitten by a 
rabid animal is a serious threat, 
especially during extremely hot 
weather. 

Rabies can be transmitted to 
people through the bite of an 
infected skunk, fox or bat which 
inhabits picnic areas, or a cat or 
dog which may be attracted by 
the noise and activity of an 
outing. 

Infected animals usually 
show a change in disposition 
and habits. Wild animals may 
show no fear of humans, while 
domestic animals may want to 
be left alone. 

It is not natural for a fox, 
skunk, bat or other wild animal 
to move around near people, 
especially in the daytime 

Children, especially, should 
be warned not to go near 
strange animals, whether at 
home or in the great outdoors..

This week, Tom Sneva won 
the pole position in the Indy 500 
qualifying trials with a four-lap 
speed of 202.156 mph and a 
record breaking one-lap run of 
203.620 mph. 

Sunday's prestigious 500 mile 
race in Indianapolis, the 62nd 
running of the famous Indy 500, 
is a far cry from the first race at 
the Speedway in 1911. 

According to Ray Nugent of 
Ashmore, Ill., the father of two 
Granite City men, the average 
speed was about 60 mph then, 
and the winner was clocked at 
74.59 mph. 

Mr. Nugent, a_ retired 
brakeman, worked in the 
Madison yards for Norfolk and 
Western railroad until ‘they 
had to kick me aff.” 

He retired just 12 years ago at 
age 81. Many in this area will 
remember him as ‘Pop’ 
Nugent. 

“Pop” became part of the 
Indy 500 history when he rode as 
a mechanic in the qualifying 
race at the Speedway’s first 500- 
mile event in 1911. 

“Everybody was working on 
cars back then," Mr. Nugent 
recalls, 

“1 rode with a Frenchman 
named Hughie Hughes. I don’t 
think the car that Hughes drove 
had a name and there was 
pretty near nothing to sit in 
just a chassis 

“But they fixed it up so I could 
ride in it with Hughes,” he said. 

Mr, Nugent's friend, Johnny 
Snyder, drove in the actual 500- 
mile race. 

“Ray Harroun won it, being 
clocked at 74.59 mph,"" Mr. 
Nugent said. 

“T knew all the drivers back 
then," he added. 

Mr. Nugent has an excellent 
memory, his family reports. 

“'He recites poetry, maintains 
a three-bedroom home by 
himself and does the yard 
work,” his son, Jack Nugent of 
Granite City, reports. 

Mr. Nugent also drives his car 
around the town of Ashmore. 

His wife, Cleta, died in 1970 
and he has continued to live and

maintain their home in Ash- 
more, where he was born in 
1884. 

He is the father of Jack and 
Bob Nugent, both of Granite 
City, Ronald Nugent of Paris, 
Il, Mrs, Linda Crawford and 
Mrs. Jeanette Hood, both of 
Ashmore, and Mrs. June 
Swiggert of Indianapolis, Ind 

His daughter-in-law, Mrs 
Bette Nugent, wife of the late 
Carlos Nugent, also lives in 
Granite City 

Nr. Nugent has 14 grand- 
children and five great- 
grandchildren, and many 
newphews and nieces. 

His newphews and nieces, 
with other family members, are 
great fans of the Indy 500 and 
will be in the grandstands and 
infield for Sunday's race. 

Mr. Nugent refers to the 
traditional race as — “Where 
the finishers conquer the sur- 
vival of the unfittest.”’ 

He still is very interested in 
the outcome of the Indy 500, but 
Mr. Nugent no longer attends 
the race itself 

Just as many famous Indy

drivers, Mr, Nugent has made 
his own mark in the annals of 
Speedway history and his 
memories of that first great 
race are rekindled each May. 

“Gentlemen. Start your 
engines..." still brings him a 
feeling of pride.

Mosquito control

Mosquitoes are going to be a 
record crop of trouble around 
backyard patios and favorite 
fishing holes 

Flood water or temporary 
pool mosquitoes are emerging 
in record numbers and will 
continue as long as spring rains 
and local water puddles occur 

They are good flyers and can 
travel as much as four miles a 
night for a total distance of 10 to 
20 miles. 

Flood water mosquitoes do 
not transmit St. Louis 
Encephalitis and generally do 
not present a health problem to 
man. But this mosquito does 
(transmit heartworm to dogs 

Here are some suggestions 
for mosquito control in your 
home and yard. 

Indoors, use the plastic resin 
strips containing 20 percent 
dichlorvos (DDVP) in every 
room. These strips will kill 
mosquitoes and flies for several 
weeks. 

Do not use these strips in 
kitchens or other areas where 
food is exposed or in rooms 
where infants or ill or aged 
persons are confined. 

Around the patio, spray the 
shrubs, eaves, under porches, 
and tall grass with malathion. 
Time your applications for the 
afternoon of important evening 
events. 


For camping trips, fishing

trips and hikes in the country, 
use rub-on or spray-on 
repellents 

One of the most effective 
mosquito repellents is DEET 
(diethylotoluamide). One of its 
trade products is OFF

Iris borers are fat caterpillars 
that will finally destroy an 
entire planting of bearded iris. 

Garden plantings of bearded 
iris begin to turn yellow and wilt 
in June when iris borer attacks 
an entire planting. Pencil-sized 
caterpillars nearly 1% inches 
long are easily found in the 
rotting rhizomes or pupating in 
the soil near the tunnels. 

Iris borer eggs spend the 
winter on old iris leaves and 
hatch as new leaves develop in 
the spring 

During the blossom time, the 
larva produce yellow lines in 
the leaves as they move toward 
the main stalk and the rhizome. 

One application of diethoate 
(eygon) during bloom will 
eliminate the borers in the 
leaves. Avoid killing bees and 
beneficial insects by con- 
centrating on the leaves 

Adi a small amount of liquid 
detergent to the spray mix to 
improve coverage on leaves.

The SIUE department of 
earth science, geography and 
planning is sponsoring a field 
course during the summer 
quarter.

Train your tomato plant 


By CHRIS DOLL 
Area Gardner Adviser 

For the best in tomato 
quality, train your plants to 
stakes, cages or other systems 
that keep fruit off the ground. 

Fruit from supported vines 
are better because they have 
less soil rots, are cleaner, and 
are exposed to more sunlight. 
They are also easier té spray, 
pick and sell. 

There are several ways to 
train tomato plants. The most 
common method is to set a 
stake beside each plant. This 
stake should be 5 to 6 feet long 
and 1 to 1'% inches in diamter. 
Drive it into the ground at least 
10 inches. 


When the plants are 12 to 15 
inches high, remove all but one 
main stem and tie it loosley to 
the stake, Use soft twine or 
cloth, 

As the plant grows, remove 
the shots or “suckers” that 
develop between the main stem 
and the leaves up to the first 
fruit cluster. 

Above the first fruit cluster, 
let the shots develop two leaves 
and then pinch off the tips. Tie 
the plant loosely to the slake 
every 10 to 12 inches. 

If the pruning and 
system is not for you, 
growing them in a cage. 

The ideal cage is made from 
capcrete reinforcing wire. It is 
rigid and the 6-inch holes are 
large enough to get most of the

ripe tomatoes through, 

A 6-foot length of wire will 
make a cage about 2 feet in 
diameter and 5 feet high, or, if 
cut in half, two cages 2% feet 
high. 

Set this over the plant and 
anchor with a steel post or stake 
to prevent tipping over. With 
the short cage, the post is not 
needed. Mulch around the plant 
with straw before installing the 
cage. 

A tomato plant with good 
vigor will grow up and over the 
top of the cage. No pruning is 
necessary. All fruits will be off 
the ground and of good quality 

For best results, water as 
needed, and follow a spray 
program for disease control.

Nameoki to appeal suit 


Nameoki Township trustees 
pledged Monday night to con 
tinue a legal fight to recover a 
total of $9,598 they contend was 
paid illegally to the family of 
former Nameoki Supervisor 
Louis Whitsell 

The original suit filed to 
recover the money was 
dismissed by Associate Judge 
Clayton Williams early this 
month. Williams ruled that 
money paid to Whitsell’s wife, 
Dell, while she was employed as 
a part-time caseworker 
general assistance purposes 
was paid by the state and not 
the township.

Whitsell repeatedly that there 
was no need for a part-time 
general assistance caseworker, 
and that, therefore, the 
payments to Mrs, Whitsell were 
not authorized from state funds.

‘At Monday night's town board 
meeting, Trustee W. Lee Adams 
said the original lawsuit was 
“thrown out’’ because the state 
had not held back any money to 
the township. He said the state 
has since held out $6,185 from 
the township's — general 
assistance appropriation, 
making it proper, at this time, 
for the township to file the suit 

When Judge —_ Williams 
dismissed the original com- 
plaint, he gave the township 
leave to file an amended 
motion, if it wished 
“Therefore, there will be an 
appeal,” Adams concluded.

In business 100 years, Granite 
City Steel has never been 
stronger, its prospects never 
brighter than in its centennial 
year. 

Granite City Steel has the 
right facilities, the right 
products, the right location and 
the right people for success in 
the American steel industry 

Both the steel mill and the 
city where it is located derive 
their names from a 19th Cen 
tury protective and decorative 
coating for iron pots and pans 
and other household utensils — 
a smooth, glossy enamel whose 
key ingredient w: ground 
granite. 

Two brothers, William F. and 
Frederick G. Niedringhaus, 
developed and patented their 
own process for making and 
applying this enamel — and 
created one of the major in 
dustries of the day. 

Their business, the St. Louis 
Stamping Company, expanded 
rapidly, manufacturing kettles, 
bake pans and trays, pots, jars 
and tubs, cuspidors and skillets, 
virtually eve kind 
graniteware utensil. 

Early settlers in the west- 
ward expansion carried Granite 
Ironware utensils. 

Testimonial ads described 
Granite Ironware as “light, 
elegant, clean and everlasting.” 

Granite City Steel's con- 
nection with this enterprise 
began in 1878 when the 
Niedringhaus brothers built the 
Granite [ron Rolling Mills at 
Second and Destrehan streets in 
St. Louis to supply their 
Stamping Company with sheet 
iron for its graniteware 
utensils 

The location is now part of the 
Mallinckrodt Chemical plant 
area near the McKinley Bridge. 

With continued growth, the 
Niedringhaus brothers  ex- 
panded again, this time 
beginning with their purchase 
of 3,500 acres of Illinois far- 
mland, 

The Granite City Steel Works 
went into production in 1895, 
making steel and rolling it into 
bars for a new Stamping 
Company plant in Granite City. 

The City of Granite City grew 
up around the plants. 

Other milestones in the 100- 
year history af Granite City 
Steel: 

1899 — Granite City Steel, St. 
Louis Stamping and other 
Niedringhaus plants were 
consolidated with four other 
companies, each a large 
producer of _ household 
enameled ware, into the 
National Enameling and 
Stamping Company. NESCO 
was one of the large cor- 
porations of that day. 

1908 — The Granite City Steel 
Works took on its first customer 
other than NESCO's stamping 
plants, supplying tin plate to 
Pet Milk Company 

1927 — Granite City Steel was 
separated from NESCO, 
became an independent cor: 
poration. 

1935. — Granite City Steel 
Company survived a 
technological development 
which forced other small, in- 
dependent flat-rolled steel 
producers of its size range out of 
business. 

The U.S. was in the middle of 
the worst depression in its 
history, 

However, the company 
managed to raise the ‘capital 
required to make a_ costly 
transition from the old hand- 
pack mills to continuous rolling 
with massive electrical power. 

1951 — Granite City Steel 
acquired the one-time Koppers 
Co. blast furnace plant, became 
an integrated steel producer. 

1954 — A. O. Smith opened its 
auto frame plant in Granite City 
to obtain steel from Granite 
City Steel. _ 

There has been only one 
larger plant moved into the St. 
Louis metropolitan area in all 
the years since World War II. 

1967 — A new Basic Oxygen 


| Furnace Shop replaced the open 


hearth porcess which had 
produced about 30 million tons 
of steel from the first heat in 
1895 to the final heat June 10, 
1967. 

‘The 80-inch, computerized hot 
strip mill replaced the 1935 
semi-continuous mill. 

1971 — Acquired by National 
Steel Corporation, a leading 
U.S. steel producer, Granite 
City Steel became a division of 
National (along with Weirton 
Steel in Weirton, West Virginia; 
Great Lakes Steel in the Detroit 
area, and Midwest Steel in the 
Chicago area). 

While it is nice to look back, 
most are more interested in 
what lies ahead. 

George A. Stinson, chairman 
of National Steel, touched on 
that subject when he spoke at 
the 1977 annual meeting of the 
Tri-Cities Area Chamber .of 
Commerce. 

A heavy capital investment at 
Granite ‘City Steel since the 
merger had increased capacity, 
he said, and prepared Granite 
City Steel for “a new era of 
greater service to those enor- 


ofémous markets which show so 


great a promise for further 
eeth here, throughout mid- 
America and the South.” 

BLAST FURNACE 
DEPARTMENT. 

The coke ovens, blast fur- 
naces and related facilities used 
to provide molten iron for 
refining into steel are a short 
distance away from the rest of 
Granite City Steel's plant 

The Blast Furnace Depart 
ment was owned by another 
company until 1951 when it was 
acquired by Granite City Steel, 
which subsequently rebuilt and 
enlarged the major units 

Expansion has continued. 

National Steel has invested 
millions of dollars since 1972 to 
raise productivity in this 
department 

Other millions have been 
spent to bring emissions from 
the coke avens and sinter plant 
under control. 

A new conveyor system 
moves and stockpiles iron ore 
pellets. 

Coke oven batteries have 
been rehabilitated and 
repaired, and there will be more 
costly improvements in that 
area, 

‘The blast furnace ’power plant 
was expanded to increase blast 
air production. The two blast 
furnaces have been relined and 
improved. 

Furnace efficiency is of great 
importance in this large-volume 
operation, which consumes ore, 
coke and, limestone by the 
trainload. 

The production from Granite 
City Steel's blast furnaces was 
formerly restricted by the 
quality of the burden materials 
available. Today, with the right 
burden, the two furnaces can 
produce 5,000 tons of hot metal 

r day or more. 

Ladle or hot metal cars carry 
200-ton loads of molten pig iron, 
a material which is about 95 
percent pure iron, from the 
blast furnaces to the basic 
oxygen furnaces a mile away. 

There the iron is transferred 
to charging ladles and poured 
into a basic oxygen furnace to 
be refined into high quality 
carbon steel. 

‘The cleaning of waste gases 
generated by Blast Furnace 
Department operations is a 
major undertaking. 

Although you would not know 
it to look at them, the blast 
furnaces themselves generate a 
huge volume of dust-laden 
exhaust gases. 

A 3-stage cleaning removes 
all but a trace of dust, and the 
blast furnace gas is then burned 
as a fuel. 

Sinter plant emissions are 
controlled by two systems — a 
Venturi scrubber and a 
baghouse-type air cleaner. 

Early in 1976, Granite City 
Steel and the Illinois 
Environmental _ Protection 
Agency completed an 
agreement to provide time for 
the company tocomplete major 


air pollution control projects 

Ina joint statement issued on 
that occasion, the agreement 
was described as “the most 
significant settlement of its kind 
ever accomplished in the state 
of Illinois and, possibly, the 
nation.” 

Included in the agreement 
was the installation of a new 
technology which had been 
developed at Granite City Steel 
— an enclosed, one-spot, coke 
pushing emissions control 
system. 

A patent has been applied for. 

This development represents 
a technology, proven in day-to- 
day coke plant operations, for 
overcoming one of the steel 
industry's most difficult en- 
vironmental problems — how to 
capture and clean the emissions 
which begin when finished coke 
breaks into flames as it is 
pushed from an oven and 
continues until the coke 
receiver car reaches a water 
quench station 

The National Steel emissions 
control system is available with 
a process license to other coke 
producers and a number of 
orders have been received. 

BASIC OXYGEN FUR- 
NACES. 

Steelmaking is a uniquely big 
volume operation. 

Efficiency demands rapid 
movement of bulk materials in 
large tonnages, tight control 
over high temperatures and 
complicated chemical reactions 
between gases, slags and 
molten metal. 

The amounts of carbon 
manganese and other alloying 
elements in a heat of steel 
weighing hundreds of tons must 
be held within limits measured 
in pounds. Nowhere is the 
concept of production rate more 
evident than in a modern basic 
oxygen furnace plant like the 
one at Granite City Steel. 

The furnaces themselves and 
the large steel building which 
surrounds them are designed to 
meet the materials handling 
imperatives involved in 
producing a 235-ton heat of steel 
every 68 minutes on the average 
— as against eight hours or 
more in an open hearth furnace 
which the BOF replaced in 1967. 

The BOF process begins when 
about 80 tons of scrap are 
dumped into the open mouth of 
the pear-shaped furnace vessel. 

Then a powerful electric 
overhead crane moves the hot 
metal ladle into position’ above 
the furnace and pours about 180 
tons of blast furnace pig iron on 
top of the scrap. 

Pure oxygen is blasted on the 
mixture at almost twice the 
speed of sound to burn off im- 
purities. 

Burned lime and fluxes are 
gravity-fed into the furnace and 
a slag forms and unites with the 
impurities. 

The heat is tapped as soon as 
the carbon content is within the 
narrow limits allowed. 

Meanwhile, the tremendous 
volume of furnace exhaust 
gases — the waste gas main is 
13% feet in diameter — is cooled 
from temperatures ap- 
proaching 3,000 degrees F as it 
leaves the furnace to about 450 
degrees as it enters the elec- 
trostatic precipitators where 
the dust is removed. 

Emissions from the pouring 
of molten iron into the BOF 
charging ladle are handled in a 
separate gas cleaning system. 


80-INCH HOT STRIP MILL. 

The key~ process in the 
manufacture of flat-rolled 
carbon steel products is the hot 
strip mill rolling. 

Granite City Steel operates a 
mill as large and modern as any 
to be found in Japan or Europe. 

It is one of only three hot strip 
mills in the United States 
capable of rolling thicknesses of 
more than % inch in coil form. 

It can also beat the 
capabilities of many rival hot 
strip mills in rolling heavy 
gauge material in widths up to 
27 inches and in rolling:the light 
gauges down to .052 of an inch.

The modern, wide hot strip 
mill is not a single machine. 

It is a massive complex of 
buildings, heating furnaces, 
roughing ‘and finishing mills 
and coilers. 

The furnaces, electric drive 
motors and control systems, 
pumps, blowers and many other 
auxiliary facilities consume 
large quantities of fuel, power, 
water, steam and compressed 
air. 

The slab which enters the mill 
after being heated is a unit of 
steel up to 10 inches thick, 77 
inches wide, 33 feet long and 
weighing as much as 48,000 
pounds, 

The steel is reduced in 
thickness and increased in 
length at each rolling stand. 

At the end, a strip of steel 
several thousand feet long 
moving at speeds up to 42 miles 
an hour races through cooling 
sprays into the coilers. 

‘The mill produces hundreds 
of tons an hour of hot rolled 
plate and sheet steel 

Coils leave on an automatic 
conveyor for shipping to 
customers or __— further 
processing. 

THINNER, STRONG 
AND HARDER SHEET ST. 
PRODUCTS. 

Many manufacturers need 
thinner sheets of stecl with 
somewhat different mechanical 
properties than thase produced 
on the hot strip mill 

After hot rolled coils have 
been acid-cleaned to remove 
iron oxide from the/ surface, 
they are passed through a 4 
stand cold reduction mill for 
further reduction — up to 90 
percent — in thickness. 

Cold rolling gives the strip a 
smooth, dense surface. 

The steel becomes much 
harder and stronger. And thin 
sheets of this tough, high-tensile 
steel can stand up under very 
heavy loads. 

They are ideal for galvanized 
steel roofing and siding and 
other applications that require 
a high degree of strength in 
relation to weight. 

Depending on end use, cold- 
rolled steel may be given a heat 
treatment called annealing to 
restore ductility and passed 
through a temper or skin pass 
rolling mill. 

This returns surface hardness 
and springiness without im- 
pairing ductility and may also 
improve flatness and surface 
finish. 

Granite City Steel is a strong 
producer of galvanized 
products including corrugated 
steel culvert pipe, panel sheets 
for the metal building industry 
and agri-building products for 
the farm market. 

Coils of cold-rolled steel are 
fed into continuous, hot-dip 
galvanizing lines where the 
steel is cleaned, heated and 
given a strong zinc coating to 
protect against corrosion. 

Much of the galvanized sheet 
moves on for the application of 
color coatings of primer and 
polyester finish paint and wax 
to add luster. 

LOCATION, A DEVEL- 
OPING STRENGTH HERE. 

The trend for. industry to 
move west and south is having a 
noticeable impact on the 
marketing of flat-rolled steel 
products. 

For example, a growing 
number of the manufacturers 
who supply auto assembly 
plants are moving into Granite 
City Steel's territory. 

Fan blades: for automotive 
and industrial uses are now 
being made in Rolla, Mo. 

A big new plant was built in 
Sedalia, Mo., to make auto 
wheels and other parts. 

Mufflers are being made al 
Dexter, Mo., and auto horns at 
Flora, i. 

These plants have moved to 
the Midwest and others are 
expected because the auto 
assembly plants are here and 
growing.

CONTINUING GAINS IN 
ENVIRONMENTAL QUALITY 
CONTROL. . 

Granite City Steel employs a _ 
range of technology and control 
systems in its major 
manufacturing processes to 
remove pollutants from air 
emissions and wastewater 
discharges. 

Many millions of dollars — 
more than 20 percent of the total 
capital National Steel has in- 
vested in this division since 1971 
— has gone for high energy 
scrubbers, electrostatic 
precipitators, baghouse 
cleaners and other emission 
controls and for wastewater 
treatment. 

In addition, solid wastes, 
noise, and any potentially 
hazardous substances are 
controlled. 

The Environmental Quality 
Control Department oversees 
major environmental research, 
engineering and capital ex- 
penditures. 

‘This department conducts on- 
going monitoring and analytical 
programs to assure the ef- 
fectiveness of the many en- 
vironmental control systems in 
operation at the plant, plus 
monitoring the environment of 
employees throughout the 
plant. 

‘The department is staffed by 
professional engineers, en- 
vironmental scientists, and 
chemists.

Granite City Steel operates its 
own water system and its own 
complex of facilities to remove 
impurities or pollutants.

Juror pay up; savings on jail 


Beginning June 1, the pay of 
jurors in Madison County 
Circuit Court will double — 
from $5 to $10 per day — the 
Madison County Board has 
decided. 

In a resolution doubling the 
jury pay, the board’s judiciary 
committee and finance com- 
mittee noted, ‘Due to excellent 
management practices by the 
judiciary and court. ad- 
ministratior, there are now 
sufficient funds available, 
under the original budget, to 
pay juror fees of $10, instead of 
35. 


“Whereas, the members of 
the County’ Board: recognizes 
the importance of jury service 
by the citizens of Madison 
County and that, in fact, such 
service is of greater value even 
than the $10 per day that is 
proposed to be paid unto said 
jurors therefore, be it 
hereby resolved that the daily 
fee for jury service, during the 
remainder of fiscal 1978, 
beginning with the jurors first 
called in June, be increased 
from $5 to $10 per day.” 

Finance committee members 
told the board that the county is 
doing well and keeping within 
its budget in all areas, not just 
the judicial branch. 

It was noted that ex- 
penditures May 15 normally are 
one-third of the budget, and only 
31.5 percent had been’ spent by 
that date. 

However, revenues were 
down, as only 26.3 percent of 
anticipated income had been 
received by May 15, compared 
to 33 percent expected by that 
date, 

The board authorized the 
signing of an agreement 
requested by the city of 
Edwardsville in conjunction 
with construction of the new 
county jail, which is in progress. 

The agreement releases 
Edwardsville from all liabilities 
or suits which may arise from 
the construction or any 
defective workmanship, in 
return for which the city will 
waive all inspections, in- 
spection fees and permits. 

Board members estimated 
that about $5,000 in permit and 
inspection fees will be saved by 
the agreement, which will 
reduce the contractor's price to 
the county. 

County Board Chairman 
Nelson Hagnauer of Granite 
City said a lack of city in- 
spections during the con- 
struction will not harm the 
quality of the work or 
materials, since the county has 
assigned “‘a clerk of the works" 
to do continuing insepctions and 
protect the county from work 
and materials which do not 
meet the terms of the con- 
struction contract. 

Discussion of the jail led the 
board to request that Madison 
County Clerk Evelyn Bowles 
write letters to state legislators, 
asking them to support a 
pending state bill which would 
reimburse counties for their 
expenditures for — state- 
mandated projects, _ par- 
ticularly the construction of a 
new jail 

The board members agreed to 
Pay $75,852 in claims ac- 
cumulated thus far in the jail 
construction. They were told 
construction is on schedule. 

It was estimated the jail will 
take 18 months to construct. 

The members also agreed to 
pay bills totaling $113,103 
related to construction of 
Sanitary sewers for Nameoki, 
Chouteau and Venice town- 
ships. 

Board Member Walter 
“Dick"’ Sparks, chairman of the

county’s special sewer com 
mittee, commented, “This is a 
big bill, but it amounts to most 
outstanding debts accumulated 
over the years that we have 
been trying to get this project 
under way. Some have waited 
years to be paid and we now 
have the money in the bank.”
